The  President,  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer,  read  the  report  of  Rev. 
E.  A.  Wingard,  who  retired  from  the  presidency  last  June, 
and  his  own  report  since  that  time.  These  reports  were  re- 
ceived and  held  for  reference  to  the  proper  committee. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORTS. 

Dr.  Wingard's  report  read  as  follows: 

Fathers  and  Brethren  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod:  Grace  and  peace 
be  unto  you  from  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ!  Elected  by  you  as  president  of 
Synod  at  your  last  meeting,  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  to  me  that,  on  account 
of  long  continued  illness,  I  have  been  able  to  discharge  only  in  part  the 
duties  of  my  office.  Through  the  aid  and  forbearance  of  the  members  of 
Synod  I  directed,  as  best  I  could,  the  business  pertaining  to  this  office 
until  about  the  first  of  July  Fir.ding  that  I  did  not  improve,  at  my  ur- 
gent solicitation,  the  vice-president  of  Synod,  Rev.  C.  P.  Boozer,  assumed 
the  duties  of  president  of  Synod,  and  since  then  its  affairs  have  been  un- 
der his  superintendence. 

I  herewith  submit  a  brief  statement  of  official  acts: 

Dismissals — December  5,  1899,  Rev.W.W.  J.  Ritchie  was  transferred  to 
the  North  Carolina  Svnod.  In  March,  1900,  Rev.  T.  W.  Shealy  was 
transferred  to  the  Synod  of  Georgia  and  Adjacent  States 

Receptions — December  15,  1899,  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  was  received  by 
letter  of  transfer  from  the  Tennessee  Synod.  April  29,  1900,  Rev.  Chas. 
H.  Armstrong  was  received  by  letter  of  transfer  from  the  East  Ohio 
Synod. 

Resignations— January  23,  1900,  Rev.  T  W.  Shealy  informed  me  that 
he  had  resigned  the  Graniteville  charge  to  take  effect  March  r,  1900. 

Calls  Accepted — November,  1899,  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  received  and 
accepted  a  call  to  Pine  Grove  pastorate. 

November  12,  1900,  Rev.  J.  G.  Graichen  accepted  a  call  to  become 
pastor  of  St  Stephen's  church,  Lexington. 

February  r,  1900,  Rev.  Chas.  H  Armstrong  became  pastor  of  the 
second  Lutheran  church,  Newberry. 

Installation— On  the  22d  of  November,  1899,  Rev.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer 
was  installed  pastor  of  the  Church  of  the  Redeemer,  Newberry,  by  the 
Rev.  J.  H.  Wilson. 

In  December,  1899,  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  was  installed  pastor  of  Pine 
Grove  charge,  Rev.  S.  T.  Hallman,  D.  D  ,  officiating 

The  fourth  Sunday  of  April,  1900.  Rev.  Jacob  Austin  installed  Rev. 
8.  L  Nease  as  pastor  of  Little  Mountain  and  Macedonia  churches. 

Supplies— About  the  23d  of  April,  1900,  at  the  urgent  request  of  the 
council  of  Trinity,  Elloree,  and  with  the  approbation  of  the  chairman  of 
executive  committee  of  missions,  I  authorized  Rev.  P.  D.  Risinger  to 
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make  such  arrangements  for  supplying  said  church  as  would  be  agreea- 
ble to  the  council  of  Fine  Grove  charge. 

Miscellaneous — First.  Immediately  after  the  close  of  Synod  I  was  in- 
formed that  eight  instead  of  seven  members  had  been  elected  on  the  ex- 
ecutive committee  of  home  missions.  As  I  could  see  no  way  of  correct- 
ing this  error,  I  continued  the  committee  as  constituted,  deeming  it  un- 
important as  to  whether  eight  or  seven  should  disburse  funds  already  ap- 
propriated by  Synod.  It  should  be  well  at  this  meeting  of  Synod  to 
keep  to  the  constitutional  requirement  of  seven. 

Second — With  regard  to  instructions  of  Synod  concerning  lot  at  Aiken, 
being  unable  to  attend  to  the  business  myself,  I  put  it  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  A  H.  Kohn,  who  will  make  a  report  to  your  body. 

Third— I  would  call  your  attention  to  an  apparent  discrimination  in 
requiring  a  rigid  examination  of  our  seminary  graduates  before  ordina- 
tion and  reception  into  the  ministerium,  and  the  reception  of  ministers 
from  other  Synods  by  simple  letter  of  transfer  and  enrollment  on  clerical 
list  without  any  form  of  examination.  I  would  suggest  that  in  case  of 
ministers  from  other  bodies,  Synod  provide  some  method  of  temporary 
reception,  reserving  to  the  body  the  right  of  ratification  and  also  of  for- 
mal examination,  if  the  president  so  recommends. 

Fourth — I  note  that  a  custom  prevails  in  some  of  our  pastorates  of 
electing  their  pastor  at  the  close  of  each  congregational  year.  Synod 
should  by  resolution  urgently  admonish  these  charges  that  such  annual 
election  is  not  in  good  accord  with  sound  Lutheran  doctrine  and  usage 
as  to  relations  existing  between  pastor  and  congregation. 

Fifth — It  has  come  to  my  knowledge  that  in  some  of  our  churches  the 
pastor  is  excluded  from  the  deliberations  of  the  church  council  and  thus 
prevented  from  occupying  his  rightful  position  as  chairman  ex  officio  of 
the  council.  Synod  should  take  action,  advising  that  such  action  is  in- 
jurious to  the  pastor's  true  position  as  superintendent  and  overseer  in  the 
maintenace  of  church  work  and  discipline. 

Praying  that  the  blessing  and  guidance  of  the  Great  Head  of  the 
Church  may  rest  upon  all  the  deliberations  and  actions  of  vour  body.

Mr.  Boozei 's  report  was  as  follows: 

Dear  Brethren:  By  the  mercy  and  grace  of  God  we  have  been  spared 
through  another  year  and  are  now  assembled  in  our  seventy-sixth  annual 
convention  to  review  our  labors  and  devise  ways  and  means  for  yet  larger 
usefulness  in  the  church.  By  request  of  your  president,  Rev.  E.  A. 
Wingard,  D.  D.,  and  according  to  article  9,  chapter  VI,  of  the  constitu- 
tion I  assumed  official  superintendence  July  r,  1900. 

I  beg  now  to  present  to  you  my  report: 

Resignations— October  8,  Rev.  Y.  von  A.  Riser  resigned  the  Sumter  mis- 
sion, to  take  effect  November  1,  1900. 

October  13,  Rev.  Geo.  S.  Bearden  informed  me  that  he  had  resigned 
St.  Luke's  church,  to  take  effect  with  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

Admission— July  10,  1900,  Rev.  W.  H.  Hiller  was  received  by  certifi- 
cate from  the  Synod  of  Georgia. 
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Requests— August  4,  1900,  a  committee  from  Grace  church,  Prosperity, 
asked  me  to  commission  Revs.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer  and  M.  M.  Kinard, 
Ph.  D.,  as  a  committee  to  install  their  pastor,  which  I  did. 

October  3,  1900,  Rev.  M  M.  Kinard,  Ph.  D  ,  requested  me  to  authorize 
Rev.  K.  Boldt  to  preach  the  dedicatory  sermon  at  the  consecration  of 
Ebenezer  Evangelical  Lutheran  church.    I  immediately  complied. 

Supply— October  8,  1900,  Rev.  H.  P.  Counts  informs  me  that  he  has 
been  serving  Bachman  Chapel  as  a  supply  from  April,  and  he  will  con- 
tinue to  this  meeting  of  Synod. 

Installation — Rev.  W.  H.  Hiller  was  installed  pastor  of  Grace  aud  Mt. 
Tabor  churches  September  r6,  1900,  Revs.  M.  G.  G.  Scherer  and  M.  M. 
Kinard,  Ph.  D.,  acting  as  committee  of  installation. 

Conferences —The  chairman  of  the  Orangeburg  conference  reports  this 
conference  to  have  held  two  meetings  and  a  Sunday  School  convention 
during  the  year.  More  than  average  interests  as  taken  by  all.  This 
conference  sustains  a  scholarship  in  Newberry  College  Its  Sunday 
School  convention  decided  l>y  unanimous  vote  to  raise  $1  per  capita  in 
all  its  schools  for  seminary  endowment 

Central  conference,  now  acting  in  joint  capacity  with  the  South  Caro- 
lina conference  of  the  Tennessee  Synod,  reports  two  conventions  of  con- 
ference and  a  Sunday  School  convention.  These  conventions  were  well 
attended,  and  much  interest  was  manifested  in  the  work.  This  confer- 
ence has  contributed  $25  towards  furnishing  the  seminary  and  $50  an- 
nually for  support  of  native  helper  in  Japan.  It  voted  at  last  meeting 
$5o  cash  to  seminary  on  the  20th  century  memorial  fund. 

No  report  from  Newberry  conference.  But  from  what  I  see  in  The 
Lutheran  Visitor  we  can  report  them  .  n  active  body,  doing  good  work. 

United  Synod— The  United  Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  church 
in  the  South  met  in  its  seventh  regular  convention  in  Augsburg  Evan- 
gelical Lutheran  church,  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  Wednesday,  May  16, 
1900  Delegates-elect  from  the  several  district  Synods  were  in  full  at- 
tendance. Much  work  of  a  very  interesting  nature  was  transacted.  The 
principal  thought  developed  under  the  following  heads,  viz:  theological 
seminary,  orphanage,  missions,  literary  institutions  and  publication 
house.  Unanimity  and  courtesy  were  noticeable  aud  prevailed  to  a 
gratifying  extent  in  all  the  sessio  s.  That  which  received  most  emphasis 
was  the  theological  seminary,  under  which  it  vi  as  resolved  to  raise  the 
sum  of  $30,000  before  the  close  of  the  year  19  u  as  an  endowment  fund. 
The  next  convention  will  be  held  in  Charleston,  S.  C,  in  May,  1902. 

Educational — The  theological  seminary  at  Mt.  Pleasant  now  claims  the 
thought,  prayer  and  work  of  every  loyal  Luthetan.  Anxious  hearts 
throughout  the  church  are  glowing  with  zeal  for  the  grand  accomplish- 
ment of  the  proposed  endowment.  The  leaven  is  at  work,  and  by  con- 
certed action  on  the  part  of  pastors,  churches  and  Sunday  Schools  the 
endowment  can  be  in  hand  before  the  allotted  time  expires  We  would 
suggest  that  this  Synod  by  way  of  resolution  memorialize  its  people  as  to 
the  urgent  nature  of  the  enterprise. 

Newberry  College  still  lives  and  is  doing  a  grand  work,  though  long 
neglected  as  to  endowment.    The  president  has  just  written  me,  saying:

"Our  opening  is  the  best  in  our  history."  The  college  has  been  doing 
efficient  work,  but  how  much  better  might  it  have  done  could  it  have 
had  endowment!  It  is  our  college;  every  Lutheran  is  a  stockholder;  it  is 
the  hope  of  our  church ;  it  is  the  centre  from  which  must  radiate  light 
and  knowledge  to  all  our  people.  Then  we  would  inquire,  cannot  this 
Synod  in  its  wisdom  and  liberality  inaugurate  a  plan  to  increase  the  en- 
dowment of  said  school? 

And  now  may  the  spirit  of  grace,  truth,  righteousness  and  peace  guide 
our  deliberations,  bring  us  to  correct  conclusions  and  when  our  work  is 
done,  save  us  in  Heaven.  Amen

After  sundry  announcements,  Synod  adjourned  with  prayer, 
led  by  Rev.  H.  J.  Mathias. 

THIRD  SESSION. 

Thursday,  October  25,  9:30  A.  M. 
Devotional  services  were  conducted  by  Rev.  A.  J.  Bowers. 
The  roll  was  called,  and  Minutes  of  yesterday's  session  were 
read  and  adopted. 

The  President  read  a  letter  from  the  General  Secretary  of 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  of  Columbia,  extending  to  the  members  of 
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Synod  the  privileges  of  the  Association.  Synod  resolves  to  ac- 
cept same,  and  the  Secretary  was  instructed  to  invite  them  to 
our  sessions  and  public  services.  Rev.  Jas.  R  Deal,  fraternal 
delegate  from  the  Tennessee  Synod,  was  made  an  advisory 
member,  and  Mr.  W.  P.  Houseal,  publisher  of  the  Lutheran 
Visitor  was  accorded  the  privileges  of  the  floor. 

The  reports  on  the  state  of  religion  were  resumed. 

Synod  recognized  with  pleasure  the  presence  of  Rev.  W.  C. 
Lindsay,  D.  D.,  the  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Columbia. 

Pending  the  rendering  of  these  reports,  the  following  was 
adopted: 

Resolved,  I.  That  with  the  exception  of  the  funds  raised  by  the  wo- 
men's and  the  children's  missionary  societies  and  the  Seminary  Endow- 
ment fund,  all  funds  shall  be  forwarded  or  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
Synod  and  be  receipted  for  by  him. 

2.  That  we  respectfully  request  the  Treasurers  of  the  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionar3'  Society  and  the  Children's  Missionary  Society  to 
furnish  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  with  lists  of  the  contributions  of  congre- 
gational societies  each  year. 

3   That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  requested  to  print  these  lists  as  an 
additional  feature  of  his  report. 

4.  That  the  money  contributed  by  a  Woman's  Missionary  Society  of  a 
congregation  shall  be  considered  as  credited  on  the  apportionment  of  I 
that  congregation  for  missions. 

By  resolution  a  statistical  committee  was  appointed  to  whom 
all  statistical  reports  shall  be  referred,  in  order  to  get  uniform- 
ity and  accuracy. 

On  motion  Mr.  J.  M.  Hollman  was  excused  from  further 
attendance  upon  these  sessions. 

Rev.  R.  C.  Holland,  D.'  D.,  of  the  North  Carolina  Synod, 
and  Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee  of  the  Twentieth 
Century  Memorial  Fund,  was  made  an  advisory  member,  and 
tomorrow  at  10  A.  M.  is  set  as  the  time  for  him  to  address 
this  body. 

Synod  adjourned  with  prayer,  led  by  Rev.  A.  R.  Taylor. 


FOURTH  SESSION. 

Synod  was  led  in  prayer  by  Rev.  W.  H.  Hiller. 
The  reports  on  the  State  of  religion  were  resumed  and  com- 
pleted. 

Synod  came  into  possession  of  the  sad  intelligence  that  Rev. 
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E.  A.  Wingard's  sickness  had  suddenly  grown  worse,  and  by 
motion  business  was  suspended,  and  devout  prayer  was  offered 
for  Rev.  E.  A.  Wingard,  Rev.  L.  K.  Probst,  Rev.  O.  B.  Shea- 
rouse,  and  the  wife  of  Rev.  S.  L.  Nease.

ORPHAN  HOME  REPORT. 

Dear  Brethren:  A  continuance  of  God's  blessings  upon  the  Home 
is  recognized  with  deep  gratitude.  The  Home  believes  that  the  work 
has  grown  in  efficiency  and  in  the  affections  of  the  people. 

During  the  year  forty-one  children  have  been  under  our  care,  thirty  of 
whom  are  now  in  the  Home. 

The  religious  training  of  the  children  receives  special  attention.  They 
attend  regularly  the  church  services,  the  Sunday  School,  and  the  cate- 
chetical class  of  the  Lutheran  church. 

Untiring  energy  is  given  to  the  industrial  training  of  both  boys  and  girls. 
If  any  one  will  consider  what  is  to  be  done  in  a  household  of  thirty-five, 
many  of  whom  are  small  children,  in  the  matter  of  cooking,  general 
house  work,  laundrying,  mending,  sewing,  gardenirg,  farming,  wood 
cutting,  printing,  etc.,  etc.,  he  will  see  that  the  children  cannot  be  as 
idle  as  some  may  suppose. 

The  annual  report  soon  to  appear,  will  show  how  the  money  and  goods 
have  been  used.  It  will  show  that  your  Synod  stands  second  in  cash 
contributions  ($322.52),  and  third  in  the  total  of  all  contributions 
($434.00),  a  fact  which  we  mention  with  gratitude.  The  Home  offers  to 
you  and  your  churches  sincere  and  nearty  thanks.  The  purchase  of  a 
handsome  property  for  the  use  of  the  Home  is  a  fact  well  known  to  the 
church.  It  should  be  a  matter  of  gratitude  that  our  church  in  so  com- 
fortable a  building  at  a  little  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  original  cost,  can 
give  the  orphans  and  her  aged  ministers  and  their  wives  a  comfortable 
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home.  Rooms  have  been  set  aside  for  aged  ministers  and  their  wives, 
and  they  can  be  cared  for  as  soon  as  the  means  are  provided.  While 
the  Board  are  anxious  to  have  the  principal  of  the  debt  reduced  as  soon 
as  possible,  they  nevertheless  recognize  the  right  of  the  Seminary  to  the 
field  and  for  the  present  yield  the  ground  to  the  .  Seminary.  They  are 
confident  that,  when  the  Seminary  Endowment  is  disposed  of,  the  whole 
church  will  enthusiastically  rally  around  their  Orphan  Home.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  in  the  future  all  our  congregations  and  people  will  be  united 
supporters  of  all  the  institutions  of  the  United  Synod.  In  the  mean  time 
current  expenses  and  interest  must  be  met. 

Asking  a  continuance  of  your  support  and  an  interest  in  your  prayers 
and  sympathies,  we  beg  to  remain  yours  in  the  work.

Resolvedy  That  we  have  heard  with  great  satisfaction  Dr.  Holland's 
earnest  presentation  of  the  cause  of  the  Century  Memorial  Endowment 
of  our  Theological  Seminary,  and  that  we  sacredly  pledge  ourselves  to 
faithful  co-opera* ion  in  this  movement. 

The  report  of  the  delegates  to  the  United  Synod  was  received 
and  considered  by  items. 

REPORT  OF  DELEGATES  TO  UNITED  SYNOD, 

The  United  Synod  held  its  seventh  convention  at  Winston,  N.  C, 
May  16-20,  1900.    Your  full  delegation  was  present. 

The  Synod  was  most  harmonious  and  pleasant  in  all  its  work. 

From  all  parts  of  the  work  gratifying  and  encouraging  reports  were 
presented. 
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Rev.  C.  K.  Iyippard  has  been  engaged  as  the  third  missionary  to  Japan. 
He  set  sail  for  his  new  field  in  September  of  this  year.  Thus  the  work 
enlarges. 

The  report  of  the  Board  of  Publication  justifies  the  wisdom  of  the 
Synod  in  undertaking  the  establishment  of  her  own  Board  of  Publication. 
The  whole  church  should  rally  to  the  support  and  development  of  this 
work. 

We  are  also  encouraged  to  look,  at  an  early  date,  for  a  "Common 
Hymnal." 

A  blank  for  parochial  reports  was  adopted  with  rubrics  to  give  uuiform 
statistical  reports  from  all  the  district  Synods 

The  literary  institutions  of  the  several  district  Synods,  as  also  Eliza- 
beth College,  Charlotte,  N.  C,  are  prosperous  and  efficient.  Our  people 
cannot  be  too  highly  commended  for  their  loyalty  to  the  schools  of  the 
church. 

The  interests  of  the  Theological  Seminary  claimed  a  large  share  of  the 
Synod's  time  and  thought. 

With  an  enthusiastic  and  determined  purpose,  it  was  resolved  to  un- 
dertake to  raise  at  once,  at  least  $30,000  of  the  $50,000  previously  decided 
upon  by  Synod  as  an  Endowment  Fund.  The  prosecution  of  the  work 
was  given  into  the  hands  of  a  central  committee  and  an  auxiliary  com- 
mittee from  each  Synod. 

The  Chairman  of  the  central  committee  is  Rev  R  C.  Holland,  Char- 
lotte, N.  C. 

The  South  Carolina  Synod  auxiliary  committee  is  composed  of  Rev. 
J.  A.  B.  Scherer,  Jno.  F.  Ficken,  Esq.,  and  Prof.  Geo  B.  Cromer.  The 
plan  for  raising  the  endowment  is  found  on  pages  42,  43  Minutes  United 
Synod. 

The  Synod  of  South  Carolina  does  not  need  to  be  reminded  of  the  im- 
portance of  this  movement  and  of  the  institution  it  is  to  preserve.  The 
prayers,  labor  and  sacrifice  of  our  fathers  are  our  pledge  of  loyalty  to  this 
school  of  the  prophets.  The  growth  and  efficiency  of  our  Theological 
Seminary  will  measure  the  life  and  enlargement  of  our  church  in  the 
Southland. 

We  beg  to  submit  the  following  recommendations: 

1.  That  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  be  authorized  to  pay  expenses  of  dele- 
gates to  United  Synod 

2.  That  the  proposed  parochial  blanks  be  adopted  for  the  use  of  this

Resolved,  That  Whitsunday  and  the  second  Sunday  in  November  be 
designated  as  days  for  receiving  missionary  offerings.  Also,  that  one 
Sunday  of  each  quarter  be  designated  by  all  Sunday  Schools  as  Mission- 
ary Sunday,  and  that  on  that  Sunday  the  children  be  specially  addressed 
on  the  subject  of  Missions,  and  offerings  be  taken  for  this  object. 

Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  $60.83  due  from  our  Synod  for  printing  of 
the  Minutes  of  the  United  Synod  be  paid  from  the  first  available  funds.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SYNODICAL  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  SEMINARY 
ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

1.  The  plan  for  the  endowment  of  the  Theological  Seminary,  as  for- 
mulated by  the  Central  Committee,  has  been  laid  before  the  Church. 
We  cordially  endorse  this  plan,  urging  our  pastors  to  study  it,  preach  it, 
and  practice  it.  We  regard  the  endowment  of  the  Seminary  as  the  im- 
perative duty  of  our  Church  at  this  time. 

2.  We  emphasize  the  peculiar  relationship  of  the  South  Carolina  Synod 
to  this  movement,  and  suggest  that  our  pastors,  in  presenting  the  work 
to  their  congregations,  should  call  especial  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
historical  connection  of  our  Synod  with  the  Seminary,  coupled  with  the 
fact  that  its  permament  location  is  now  within  our  bounds,  imposes  upon 
us  the  duty  of  leadership  in  the  endowment  movement. 

3.  We  suggest  that  the  1st  of  January,  1901,  be  preferred  as  a  limit  for 
the  completion  of  the  congregational  subscription  lists.  This  implies 
that  congregations  which  have  not  yet  begun  with  this  work  should  do 
so  at  once,  wherever  possible,  and  labor  with  prompt  enthusiasm. 

4.  We  suggest  that  these  points  of  advantage  be  emphasized  in  the 
plan  as  proposed ;  viz. :  (a).  The  gifts  are  to  be  free-will  offerings,  in 
accordance  with  the  teachings  of  Holy  Scripture,  (b).  But  we  should 
will  to  give  all  that  we  possibly  can  give.  And  all  should  give.  The 
enrolment  of  every  baptized  member  ought  to  be  a  feature  of  the  can- 
vass. To  encourage  the  spirit  of  maximum  benevolence,  the  plan  pro- 
vides for  easy  payments,  on  the  installment  plan,  covering  a  period  of 
four  years.  Certain  congregations  in  Virginia,  acting  under  this  plan, 
have  exceeded  an  average  donation  of  ten  dollars  per  capita  for  the  Sem- 
inary, (c).  This  fund  is  a  permanent  fund.  Once  raised  it  stands.  We 
should  make  a  strong  united  effort  to  accomplish  this  permanent  en- 
dowment once  for  all. 

5.  The  Synodicai  Committee  freely  offers  its  services,  within  reason,  to 
congregations  which  may  desire  especial  assistance  in  their  canvass  for 
this  work.  Literature,  however,  should  be  ordered  directly  from  the 
Chairman  of  the  Central  Committee,  Dr.  R.  C.  Holland,  Charlotte,  N.  C.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES  OF  NEWBERRY 

COLLEGE. 

Since  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  President  of  College  have  asked 
that  the  earnest  attention  of  Synod  be  called  to  so  many  special  matters 
and  as  the  reports  of  the  President  of  the  Faculty  and  the  Treasurers 
managing  the  current  funds  of  the  Institution  are  to  become  a  part  of 
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this  report  and  printed  in  our  Minutes  there  should  be  but  little  space 
given  to  general  matters  connected  with  the  Institution. .  Before  a  body 
that  loves  and  fosters  the  interests  of  Newberry  College  it  is  perhaps  al- 
most useless  to  say  that  every  one  is  highly  gratified  and  truly  thankful 
to  God  for  the  opening  witnessed  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  session, 
the  largest  and  most  encouraging  that  the  institution  has  ever  had  during 
its  thirty -two  years  of  existence 

The  income  of  the  College  during  the  past  year  has  fully  paid  all  cur- 
rent expenses  and  the  Synod  is  asked  to  appropriate  only  two  hundred 
dollars  to  insure  the  property  for  the  current  year. 

We  call  in  this  report  your  special  attention  to  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  subject  matter  contained  in  item  7  of  the  report  of  the  President  of 
the  Faculty;  a  committee  consisting  of  Revs.  J  A.  Sligh,  M  G  G.  Scher- 
er,  and  C.  P.  Boozer  was  appointed  by  the  Board  to  not  let  you  forget 
this  important  work.  No  plan  is  presented,  but  it  is  hoped  that  in  your 
wisdom  that  some  feasible  plan  may  be  adopted  and  that  at  least  a  be- 
ginning in  the  proper  direction  will  at  once  be  made. 

The  Board  at  its  annual  meeting  in  June  last  also  adopted  the  follow- 
ing: 

Whereas  There  was  inaugurated  in  A.  D.  1876,  a  plan  to  endow 
Newberry  College  for  the  sum  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  known  as  the 
Bachman  Endowment,  which  undertaking  was  only  partially  carried 
out,  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  is  deeply  impressed  with  the  necessity  for  the 
success  of  our  College  of  carrying  forward  to  completion  this  already 
proposed  endowment,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  That  this  Board  do  now  appoint  a  committee  of  three  to  me- 
morialize Synod  at  its  approaching  session  to  be  held  in  Columbia,  S  C  , 
presenting  a  plan  by  which  the  work  may  be  prosecuted  and  urging 
positive  and  immediate  action  upon  the  subject  of  increasing  the  endow- 
ment ot  Newberry  College. 

In  view  of  all  the  pressing  demands  which  are  being  made  upon  the 
liberality  of  our  membership  in  raising  money  for  various  important 
matters,  the  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  under  the  resolution  offer 
for  your  consideration  and  adopti'  n  the  following  plan,  which  to  some 
may  appear  at  first  thought  insignificant  and  inadequate,  but  which  will 
if  faithfully  prosecuted  prove  a  great  blessing  to  o  jr  Church  and  College: 

1.  That  a  column  be  added  to  our  Parochial  table,  headed,  "College 
Endowment,"  and  that  during  each  year,  beginning  with  the  incoming 
Synodical  year,  each  congregation  in  our  connection  be  asked  by  the 
pastor  and  the  church  council  to  contribute  as  much  as  five  cents  per 
member,  and  that  the  same  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  Synod  and  by 
him  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Uachtnau  Endowment  Fund  and  held  by  said 
Treasurer  as  assets  of  said  fund. 

2.  That  ten  pe*-  cent,  of  the  iuterest  annually  received  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Bachman  Endowment  Fund  be  retired  by  him  and  listed 
as  a  part  of  the  principal  of  that  fund. 

3  That  the  earnest  and  prayerful  consideration  of  the  friends  of  the 
college  is  hereby  called  to  the  great  and  vital  importance  of  the  church 
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fully  endowing  its  institution,  and  that  all  voluntary  contributions  made 
by  them  for  this  purpose  will  be  gladly  received  and  receipted  for  by  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Endowment  Fund  and  added  to  the  amount  already  ob- 
tained, and  that  in  all  cases  where  persons  contribute  as  much  as  one 
dollar  and  upward  that  their  names,  with  the  amount  donated,  be  printed 
in  the  Minutes  of  Synod.

Report  of  President  of  Faculty. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Newberry  College: 

Gentlemen:  I  have  the  honor  hereby  to  submit  the  annual  report  of 
the  president  of  the  Faculty  for  the  college  session  ending  June  20,  1900. 

1.  We  have  cause  for  gratitude  to  God  that  his  blessings  have  attended 
the  college  during  the  session.  There  has  not  been  a  case  of  serious  ill- 
ness among  the  students,  and,  but  for  an  epidemic  of  mumps  just  after 
Christmas,  there  has  been  very  little  sickness  of  any  kind.  Only  one 
member  of  the  faculty  was  kept  from  his  work  by  sickness,  and  he  for 
only  one  day.  The  conduct  and  diligence  of  the  students  have,  for  the 
most  part,  been  commendable. 

The  enrolment  for  the  session  is  as  follows:

This  shows  an  increase  of  19  in  the  collegiate  department,  and  a  total 
increase  of  20  over  the  enrolment  of  last  year. 

2.  The  members  of  the  Senior  Class,  having  completed  prescribed 
courses,  are  recommended  for  graduation  with  degrees  as  follows: 

The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts:  John  Edwin  Barre,  John  Edward 
Boland,  Benjamin  Thomas  Buzhardt,  Ernest  Probst  Copeland,  Daniel 
Joseph  Sidney  Derrick,  Henry  Willingham  Fulmer,  Daniel  Forrest  Gog- 
gans,  John  Benjamin  Kilgore,  Andrew  Pearson  Sites,  Thomas  Irwin 
Swygert,  Jacob  Reuben  Unger,  and  David  LeRoy  Wedaman;  for  the  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Science:  James  Ernest  Brim,  Samuel  Pinckney  Johnson 
Margaret  Law  Johnstone,  James  David  Luther,  Clarence  Crosby  Olney, 
and  Clarenc  Furman  Werts.  The  first  honor,  with  the  valedictory,  was 
awarded  to  Jacob  Reuben  Unger,  and  the  second  to  John  Edward  Boland 
and  Henry  Willingham  Fulmer. 
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The  Rev.  J.  Henry  Haims,  having  completed  the  post-graduate  course 
in  Political  and  Social  Science,  is  recommended  for  the  degree  of  Master 
of  Arts. 

3.  During  the  session  the  faculty  gave  the  students  permission  to  fit  up 
a  new  athletic  field  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  campus,  and  appropriated 
$25  to  aid  them  in  their  work.  The  faculty  also  consented  for  the  college 
baseball  team  to  visit  other  colleges  for  the  purpose  of  playing.  This 
action  was  in  response  to  petitions  from  the  students,  and  subject  to  your 
approval. 

4.  Mrs  Kate  E.  Scott,  of  Union,  S.  C,  recently  donated  170  volumes 
to  the  library.  And  Prof.  Sligh  has  purchased  for  the  college  an  excel- 
lent telescope  for  #350,  the  money  having  been  contributed  by  friends  of 
the  institution  at  his  solicitation. 

5.  The  treasurer's  report,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  receipts  and 
disbursements,  will  accompany  the  report  of  your  Standing  Committee. 
It  will  probably  be  necessary  for  the  treasurer  to  borrow  a  small  sum  in 
order  to  pay  in  full  all  claims  against  the  college  on  account  of  current 
expenses,  and  it  is  recommended  that  you  authorize  him  to  do  this.  The 
loan  will  be  smaller  than  heretofore.  Taking  into  account  the  balance 
that  was  carried  over  last  year  to  be  paid  out  of  the  receipts  of  this,  the 
income  of  the  college  for  the  current  session  has  fully  met  its  expenses. 

6 .  It  will  not  be  necessary  to  ask  Synod  for  anything  on  account  of 
current  expenses,  except  the  usual  appropriation  for  insurance  on  the 
college  buildings.  Professors  Bowers  and  Sligh  have  hitherto  paid  the 
insurance  on  the  houses  occupied  by  them.  I  recommend  that  hereafter 
this  insurance  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  faculty. 

7.  It  may  not  be  amiss  to  call  your  attention  to  some  of  the  needs  of 
the  college,  in  the  hope  that  methods  may  be  devised  for  satisfying  them. 
The  college  is  maintaining  itself  in  competition  with  institutions  that 
have  much  better  material  equipment,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  stand 
still. 

a  .  With  an  enrolment  of  126  students  in  the  collegiate  department,  we 
have  the  same  number  of  teachers  that  we  had  when  the  enrolment  was 
75.     Some  of  the  clases  are  too  large  for  the  professors  to  do  effective  and 
satisfactory  work;  and  we  greatly  need  additional  teaching  force. 

b.  Our  recitation  rooms  are  too  small,  and  only  one  of  them  is 
decently  furnished.  Our  arrangement  for  dormitories  is  inadequate.  A 
larger  telescope  might  be  purchased,  but  we  have  no  provision  for 
mounting  it.  We  are  doing  practically  nothing  for  athletics  and  physi- 
cal culture,  and  we  need  a  gymnasium.  We  may  postpone  these  needs  by 
resorting  to  unsatisfactory  expedients  and  temporary  arrangements;  we 

cculd  satisfy  them  by  erecting  a  new  building. 

In  making  these  suggestions  I  do  not  lose  sight  of  the  pecuniary  limita- 
tions of  our  people,  or  of  the  loyalty  with  which  they  have  supported  the 
college;  but  I  think  that  the  wants  of  the  college  should  be  kept  before 
the  church,  to  the  end  that  its  friends  may  not  take  its  prosperity  as  an 
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indication  that  it  no  longer  needs  aid.  The  needs  and  expenses  of  the 
college  will  continue  to  increase  with  its  continued  development  and 
growth.

RFPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  STATE  OF  RELIGION. 

1.  Activity  in  Christian  work  has  never  been  more  satisfactory  nor 
pleasing  in  the  history  of  our  Synod.  The  devotions  of  pastors  and  peo- 
ple is  highly  commendable,  and  is  an  augury  of  great  future  prosperity. 

2.  Attendance  on  services  has  been  pleasing  throughout  our  Synod. 

3.  The  various  reports  clearly  indicate  that  there  has  been  no  faltering 
in  the  benevolent  work  of  our  churches,  and  therefore  no  special  cause 
for  complaint.  Not  that  every  one  has  fully  discharged  his  duty  to  God 
and  his  fellowmen  in  the  exercise  of  the  grace  of  Christian  benevolence, 
but  that  our  people  have  been  generally  faithful  and  have  not  been  un- 
mindful of  the  high  obligations  upon  them. 

4.  The  Sunday  School  work  of  the  church  has  been  well  sustained,  and 
there  are  few  complaints  along  this  line  of  noble  endeavor.  This  train- 
ing school  of  the  church  is  duly  appreciated,  and  will,  we  trust,  become 
a  still  greater  power  for  good  in  the  near  future.  To  that  end  the  Synod 
is  urged  to  consider  the  propriety  of  inaugurating  such  measures  as  will 
secure  normal  training  for  our  Sunday  School  teachers  and  thus  greatly 
increase  their  efficiency. 

5.  We  note  with  pleasure  an  increased  interest  in  the  catechization  of 
the  children  of  the  church,  and  that  our  people  realize  the  importance  of 
this  method  of  training  them  in  the  doctrines  and  usages  of  the  church 
of  the  Reformation. 

6.  Several  pastors  assure  us  that  the  financial  obligations  of  the  church- 
es are  being  more  promptly  met  than  formerly,  and  that  there  is  no  just 
cause  of  complaint.  That  there  are  some  discouragements  we  know,  but 
systematic  beneficence  is  growing  in  popular  favor  and  giving  is  being 
more  and  more  regarded  as  a  part  of  our  Holy  Christianity,  as  is  emi- 
nently proper. 

7.  There  are  pleasing  evidences  of  increased  interest  in  church  property, 
in  the  beautifying  of  our  house&  of  worship,  and  in  greater  concern  for 
the  comfort  of  those  who  preach  the  Word.  Hence  our  pastors  generally 
report  their  salaries  paid  in  full,  and  the  kindness  of  the  people  to  these 
shepherds  in  Israel  is  full  of  encouragement  and  promise. 

8.  The  educational  status  of  our  churches  is  one  of  the  pleasing  signs 
of  the  times,  an  evidence  of  growing  efficiency  and  power  for  good,  and 
must  tell  immeasurably  upou  the  future  life  of  our  church  in  the  South. 
Newberry  College,  dear  to  every  Lutheran  heart,  is  sending  out  rays  of 
light  and  holy  influence  and  will  make  glad  the  generations  yet  unborn. 
Her  mission  is  glorious  and  her  reward  is  certain. 
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9.  And  last,  but  not  least,  we  note  that  our  people  are  growing  in  at- 
tachment to  the  literature  of  our  own  church  and  are  manifesting  a  most 
delightful  interest  in  this  agency  for  the  dissemination  of  useful 
knowledge.  With  pleasing  unanimity  the  brethren  have  spoken  kindly  of 
the  Lutheran  Visitor  and  have  recorded  their  abiding  interest  in  this  bond 
cf  union  and  communication  among  us.  They  recognize  its  helpfullness 
in  the  pastoral  work  and  encourage  it  as  an  educational  factor  in  the 
inculcation  of  the  doctrines  and  principles  of  our  Christian  faith  This 
is  as  gratifying  as  it  is  commendable. 

From  all  the  evidence  in  the  hands  of  your  committee,  we  predicate 
the  prosperity  of  our  Zion  and  praise  God  for  the  rich  measure  of  pros- 
perity which  has  attended  the  labor  of  our  hands.

REPORT  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  MISSIONS. 

The  Executive  Committee  held  its  first  regular  meeting  November  4, 
]8c,9,  end  was  foimally  organized  by  the  election  of  Rev.  S  T  Hallman, 
D.  D.,  Chairman,  ard  Mr.  Wm.  P.  Houseal  Secretary,  with  Mr.  A.  H. 
Kohn,  Treasurer,  Ex-ofncio. 

Appropriations  were  made  as  follows: 

Augusta  Mission,  $250. 

Graniteville  Mission,  |200. 

Sumter  Mission,  |20o. 

Orangeburg  and  Elloree  at  the  rate  of  $200  per  year. 

Beth  Eden  pastorate,  $200,  provided  a  pastorate  be  formed  and  a  pastor 
secured.  This  proviso  was  promptly  met  and  the  charge  has  been  regu- 
larly served  by  Rev.  C.  H.  Armstrong,  and  is  in  good  condition. 

We  deem  it  appropriate  to  especially  note  the  condition  and  prospects 
of  each  of  the  mission  points  entrusted  to  the  care  of  your  committee: 
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1.  The  work  in  Augusta,  Ga.,  has  been  highly  gratifying,  and  the  fu- 
ture of  that  mission  seems  bright  and  hopeful. 

About  twelve  years  ago  it  had  an  enrolled  membership  of  about  thirty, 
there  are  now  203  members,  making  an  average  annual  increase  of  a 
fraction  over  fourteen  members  per  year.  The  pastor  has  been  faithful, 
the  congregations  are  encouraginly  good,  the  Sunday  School  is  in  good 
condition,  the  various  societies  are  active,  and  the  financial  work  of  the 
church  receives  due  attention. 

2.  The  Grauiteville  Mission  has  been  faithfully  and  efficiently  served 
by  Rev.  J.  Austin  since  the  resignation  of  Rev.  T.  W.  Shealy  in  March 
last,  and  the  people  are  encouraged  to  hope  that  the  future  will  bring 
even  greater  success  as  the  reward  of  faithful  toil.  The  resignation  of 
Rev.  Jacob  Austin  has  been  tendered  and  accepted,  and  Rev.  J  D. 
Shealy  will  take  up  the  work  soon  after  the  adjournment  of  Synod. 

3.  The  Sumter  Mission,  with  all  the  discouragements  incident  to  the 
establishment  ot  a  mission  in  a  town  where  our  church  is  not  well  known 
has  been  measurably  successful.  The  pastor  has  been  faithful,  and 
there  i6  a  future  for  our  church  in  Sumter.  The  work  in  Florence  has 
been  necessarily  slow  and  difficult,  but  not  without  some  good  results. 
The  great  need  of  that  congregation  is  a  church.  We  have  thirty  mem- 
bers composing  that  organization,  and  these  have  already  raised  $250  to- 
wards a  building.  With  some  help  in  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  lot  it  is 
believed  that  success  would  crown  their  efforts  Rev.  Y  von  A.  Riser 
has  resigned  this  mission  pastorate  and  the  same  has  been  accepted 

4.  The  Orangeburg  Missiou  has  only  had  occasional  services  during 
the  year,  and  naturally  the  work  has  suffered.  It  is  confidently  believed, 
however,  that  satisfactory  arrangements  will  be  effected  by  the  com- 
mittee on  Pastoral  Districts,  and  that  this  mission  will  yet  be  self-sus- 
taining and  prosperous. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommends  that  Synod  authorize  us  to 
employ  a  Sy nodical  Missionary  who  shall  operate  under  the  direction  of 
this  committee. 

We  deem  it  proper  to  state  that  your  committee  will  need  at  least 
|i,ooo  for  the  prosecution  of  our  work  during  the  ensuring  Synodical 
year,  and  we  recommend  that  such  appropriation  be  made. 

We  also  recommend  the  adoption  of  this  report,  and  the  approval  of 
the  acts  of  this  committee.

Resolved,  That  the  Synod  request  the  Children's  Missionary  Societies 
to  take  up  the  work  of  the  support  of  the  Synodical  Missionary,  and  that 
this  cause  be  considered  as  the  special  work  of  the  Children's  Missionary 
Societies  and  of  the  Sunday  Schools  of  the  Synod. 
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The  Committee  on  the  Redisricting  of  Pastorates  rendered 
its  report,  which  after  amendments,  was  adopted  as  follows: 

REPORT    OF   COMMITTEE  ON  THE  REDISTRICTING  OF 
PASTORATES. 

We,  your  committee  on  redisricting  ot  pastorates,  after  careful  and 
prayerful  consideration  of  all  information  at  hand  and  believing  that  our 
heavenly  Zion  will  be  greatly  advanced  by  a  better  pastoral  arrangement 
looking  to  a  closer  union  of  energy  and  brotherly  love,  make  the  follow- 
ing recommendations  to  this  body  for  its  consideration: 

1.  That  Bachman  Chapel,  St.  Philips  and  Mt.  Olive  (Newberry)  con- 
stitute a  pastorate  and  be  referred  to  the  executive  committee  on  missions 
for  advice  and  such  help  as  they  may  need  in  securing  a  pastor. 

2.  That  St.  Matthew's  (Lexington),  Bethany,  Music  Hall,  Red  Bank 
and  Bethlehem  (Black  Creek)  constitute  a  pastorate. 

3.  That  Providence,  St  Johns  (Calks  Road),  Nazareth  and  St.  Marks 
constitute  a  pastorate. 

4.  That  Orangeburg  and  Sumter  be  constituted  a  pastorate. 

5  That  St  Mark's  ( Fort  Motte)  be  referred  to  Sandy  Run  and  her 
pastor,  or  to  the  Theological  Seminary  for  securing  services 

6.  That  Florence  be  referred  to  the  Theological  Seminary  for  services. 

7  That  Trinity  (Elloree)  be  referred  to  Pine  Grove  for  pastorate  ser- 
vices 

8.  That  Union,  Mt.  Pleasant  and  Mt  Hebron  be  associated  together  in 
a  pastorate  for  next  synodical  year. 

9.  That  by  request  and  agreement  of  the  Bethel  pastorate  the  Mt. 
Hebron  church  at  Peak  be  admitted  into  the  above  named  pastorate. 

10  That  owing  to  the  peculiar  geographical  posit  on  of  the  Sandy  Run 
pastorate  and  by  request  and  agreement,  as  far  as  we  can  learn,  of  said 
pastorate,  we  recommend  that  Sandy  Run  and  St.  David's  do  constitute  a 
pastorate. 

11.  That  inasmuch  as  it  is  impossible  to  satisfactorily  arrange  St. 
James  (Jalapa),  St  Peters  ( Leesville)  in  pastorate  relationship  that  they 
be  requested  to  seek  services  in  an  independent  capacity  for  the  next 
synodical  year. 

12.  We  further  recommend  that  synod  earnestly  request  the  hearty  co- 
operation of  all  her  pastors  in  the  above  suggestions  in  order  that  a  more 
permanent  pastoral  relationship  may  be  secured.

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MINUTES  OF 


BY-LAWS. 

Article  I. 

DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Conven- 
tion, appoint  all  committees,  and  may  call  any  special  Convention  at  the 
request  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  2.  The  Vice-President  shall  co-operate  with  the  President  in  the 
general  work,  and  in  her  absence  perform  all  the  duties  of  her  office. 

Sec.  3.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  in 
the  Church  paper  two  weeks  continuously  in  advance;  shall  keep  a  record 
of  the  proceedings  of  all  meetings  and  prepare  the  same  for  publication. 

Sec.  4.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  do  all  the  correspondence 
of  the  Society;  collect  and  record  all  the  statistics  of  the  Auxiliary  So- 
cieties and  report  the  same  annually  at  the  Convention. 

SEC.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  acknowledge  all  funds,  and 
make  such  distributions  of  them  as  Society  orders,  and  present  a  written 
statement  of  the  same  annually  at  Convention 

Article  II. 

FISCAL  YEAR. 

Section,  i.  The  Financial  Year  shall  close  at  meeting  of  Synod. 
SEC.  2.  The  Quarters  shall  close  with  December,  March,  June  and 
September. 

Article  III. 

ballot. 

Section  i.  Each  Auxiliary  Society  shall  be  entitled  to  one  voting 
delegate  to  the  Convention. 

Article  IV. 

INCIDENTAL  FUND. 

Section  i.  Each  Auxiliary  Society  shall  collect  and  send  to  Conven- 
tion 5  cents  per  member.    This  collection  to  be  an  incidental  fund. 

SEC.  2.  All  collections  taken  up  at  public  meetings  of  the  Convention 
shall  be  added  to  the  incidental  fund. 

Sec.  3.  All  expense  incurred  bv  the  Executive  Committee  shall  be 
paid  from  the  incidental  fund. 

Article  V. 

ORDER  OF  EXERCISES  AT  CONVENTION. 
The  order  of  public,  devotional  and  business  exercises  at  Convention 
shall  be  arranged  by  Executive  Committee  to  suit  time  and  place. 

Article  VI. 

ALTERATIONS   AND  AMENDMENTS. 

These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Convention,  or  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  if  two  months  notice  has  been  given 
through  the  Church  paper. 
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The  President  re-appointed  Miss  Lillian  Luther  on  the  Lit- 
erature Committee  and  appointed  Mrs.  M.  O.  J.  Kreps  Asso- 
ciate Editor  of  the  Woman's  Department  of  the  Visitor. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Rev.  L.  K.  Probst,  Secretary  Board  of 
Missions  of  the  United  Synod  South,  the  following  was  offered: 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  appointed  by  this  convention,  to  confer 
with  similar  committees  from  other  conventions  of  the  United  Synod  in 
regard  to  the  Woman's  page  in  the  "Lutheran  Visitor"  or  some  other 
missionary  publication.
